l  He  it  enacted  by  tbe  Senate  and  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  That 
there  shall  tie  appointed  by  the  senate  and  gen¬ 
eral  assembly  In  joint  meeting,  two  reputable 
pers-  ns  f.>r  each  county,  residents  therein  who 
shall  not  be  of  the  same  political  party,  to  be 
known  and  designated  as  V< auBtosioners  of 
Juries.-  who.  after  they  hare  become  duly  'quali¬ 
fied  as  herein  direct  c.h  shall  proceed  at  once  to 
mak.  two  complete  lists,  alphabetically  arrang¬ 
ed  <>f  tbe  names  of  all  tbe  persons  in  their  respec¬ 
tive  counties  Liable  t<>  jury  duty,  with  their placea 
of  abode,  bv  Ib-signaring  their  respective  town¬ 
ship*  and  wards,  which  lists,  when  completed 
shall  lie  certified  by  the  said  Oominbwi-.ners.  un¬ 
der  their  hands,  to  l>e  true  and  correct  lists  of  all 
the  f*-rsons  liable  to  jury  doty  In  the  said  coun¬ 
ties.  so  far  as  they  can  ascertain,  one  copy  <jf 
which  they  shall  cause  to  be  filed  jn  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  such  county,  there  to  remain  of  re¬ 
cord.  and  the  other  they  shall  deliver  to  the  judge 
of  the  circuit  court  therein  fof  his  use  and  Inspec 
U«iti ;  and  tbe  said  judge  may.  at  any  time  there¬ 
after.  when,  in  his  judgment,  it  in  a -•  Is-  neces 
sary.  order  and  direct  the  said  commissioner,  in 
like  manner,  to  reriMt- and  correct  the  said  list* 
and  certify  the  same,  and  for  the  purpose  of  pre 
paring  and  correcting  such  lists  the  said  commis¬ 
sioner  may  have  access  to  and  take  copies  of  the 
assessment  rolls  of  the  several  wards  and  town¬ 
ships  of  tbe  county  for  which  they  may  be  ap¬ 
pointed.
